SCHOOL REPORT. 


The school year ending January 21, 1898, has con- 
sisted of twenty-seven weeks divided into three terms— 
a spring term of nine weeks, a fall term of ten weeks, 
and a winter term of eight weeks. The entire number 
of pupils for the year has been one hundred and thirty- 
one—sixty-six boys and sixty-five girls. 

It seems to us very desirable to have at least thirty 
weeks of schooling, and we earnestly recommend that 
the appropriation of money be sufficiently large to make 
this possible the coming year. 

We feel that our schools have been a decided success 
owing to the combined efforts of board of education, 
teachers, parents, citizens, and pupils. 

Your school board, who are always ready to listen to 
friendly criticisms or helpful suggestions, are grateful 
for the encouragement that they have received from the 
friends of the schools. 

None of our teachers were wholly without experience 
in teaching and we have retained with one exception the 
same teacher in each school throughout the year; even 
in that case the same teacher was employed two terms 
and the preceding instructor had taught the school for 
a year. | 

Our teachers almost without exception have done good, 
conscientious work, trying to improve themselves and 
their schools each term. This is as we desire that it 
should be, since we believe that the great need of edu- 
cation everywhere is more scholarly teachers who 
thoroughly understand their vocation. A distinguished 
author has said: 

‘«s The complete equipment and training of the teacher 
for his profession comprehends (1) a knowledge of the 
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subject of instruction; (2) a knowledge of the nature of 
the being to be instructed; (3) a knowledge of the best 
methods of instruction.” 

With such a preparation on the part of the teachers 
and with pupils Who are perfect in attendance, willing 
to work faithfully and cheerfully, to follow the guidance 
of their teacher, we should expect the very best results 
from our schools. 

The great evil of irregular attendance still exists to 
such an extent in many of our schools that we are 
inclined to wish that the law were as stringent here as 
in Germany, where the pupils are obliged to be present 
at every session of school, illness alone excusing them. 
We would urge the parents to see that their children are 
not absent from school unless it is very essential that 
they should be. 

No change in text books has been made this year, but 
we have introduced for supplementary reading a series 
of English and American classics prepared for school 
use and valuable for the knowledge of English and 
American literature which they impart and the taste for 
pure wholesome reading that they tend to form. For 
supplementary reading for the youngest children we 
have furnished the Werner Primer, and the First Year 
Nature Reader. 

The Gossville school house has been painted the past 
year, and one side of the one at New Rye shingled. 

The mountain school house must be shingled at once 
and other improvements could be made there that would 
be beneficial, and some of the others could be greatly 
improved with paint and other repairs inside. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the tabular 
statement of schools containing names and wages of 
teachers, number of scholars in each school, average 
attendance, studies pursued, also to our treasurer’s 
report.
